Now if you goin a Fourth Rate, 
you will not fteem to need 1o great 
quantities as in the Second, becaule 
you havea leis Compliment of Men, 
and indeed it v ere {o, (provided the 
length of the Voyage or Expedition 
were the ſame). 

But for my part I have uſually 
taken as large quantities of (except 
Aftringents, and firſt Intentions for 
Wounds) Medicines in a Fourth Rate, 
as in a Second ; becaule generally 
the _ of the Fourth Rates Voy- 
ape (altho' lefler Tomplement of Men) 
equalizeth the Second Rates, ſhorter 
Voyage, and greater compliment of 
Men p for the great Ships ſeldom ſtay 
out above eight or ten Months, where- 
as the {maller are many times kept 
out eighteen. or- twenty Months, and 
that - before any recruit can be had, 
(eſpecially when they are ſent out Fo- 


reign Voyages). But 
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But if you go in a ſmall Merchant 
Man, where there 1s no. view on 
your Cheſt, you had beſt conſult your 
compliment of Men, and the ſyppo- 
ſed length of your Voyage, as alto 
what is likelyeſt to happen ; and 
how long it may be ere you may have 
a recruit.

Then as for your Maſſes of Pillz, 
when that of 4:44 grows dry, put 
a little Spir. /7». reCtihed unto it, and 
tet it diſſolve iato its right confi?ance 
by the warm fire; and as to Pill Co- 
cnie Ruffi, &c. you 'may (trow a 
little Pulvis CrOmor. T artar, ON the 
mals, and that will preſerve it. 

And if the partitions in your Sur: 
gery Cheſt are not lined with Bayes, 
Vou 
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you muſt wrap your Jars and Bottles 
in Towe, to preſerve them from 
breaking in carriage or removing, 

And lee that your &:harb is new 
and ſound, and that the Worm hath 
not got intoit, (as it will certainly du 
at four years old ; ) and let it be wrapt 
up in Cotton, and kept dry. 

Now in Merchant Men (and in 
ſome of the Men of War ) the Sur- 
geons uſe to carry their Druggs in 
the bottom of their Surgery Cheſts, 
but I have found a great inconventen- - 
cy in it, and there muſt be -a prepo- 
ſterous rummaging -and diſplacing of 
things,to get at what you would bave,, 
the Papers breaking, and one thing 
mixing with another, beſides the dan- 
ger of breaking Bottles, and ſpilling 
and {potlins Medicines. 

'1is far better to let partitions be 
made all over the bottom of your 
Surgery Cheſt, and there to place 
your largelt and weightieſt Jarrs and 
Bottles. 

and as for your dry things that are 
done up in Papers 3 carry a ſingle 
Drugg Chelt, and ler them be decent- 
ly ſtowed there,

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And there likewiſe your ſet of large 
Inſtruments may be kept, becauſe in 
that: Cheſt there is nothing but whar 
is dry. 

Here you may. keep your dryed

Bolſters, Tow, Acetum, Ova, broad 
Tape to make Ligarure, and narrovy 
to bind on Splinters (for Apparel for 
Fractures mult not now- be miſſing ) 
allo Baton; to. mix your Reſtrictives 
in, Pannikins to warm your Oyls in, 
and to diffolve your Cerots, ( which 
can be done over your large Candles) 
nave likewiſe your Cordial :ottie rea- 
dy at hand to relieve men when they 
faint. 

And your Surgery Cheft-mult not 
be far from you, leaſt you ſhould 
have occaſion for any thing therein ;

as the Traumaticks, or other Vulne. 
raries. 

And now being thus 'accomme- 
dated, youare in a Competent jeadi. 
nels for wounded men when they ſhail 
be brought down.

Y this rime I] will {uppoſe the 
Fight is begun, and your 


Ship 1s ingaged, and wounded men 
' begin to be brought down, and firſt 
one who having the imal] of his Leg 
and Foot ſhot off ; muſt have the reſt 
of the Leg Amputated to fave his 
life. 

Now when part of a Limb is carr 
ed away, or the' Bones to ſhattered 
that there 1s no hopes of ſaving rhe 
Mans life if it ſhould be left on : "This; 
indicates Amputation, and there is'no 


delaying of it. 
Y Howteir if you think it poſſible to 
Ge heated, it will redound more 'to

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your Credit to fave it on ah en to t.ke 
it off : "Tis true indeed, he 1s a good 
Surgeon that can take off a Limb dex- 
recouſly - but he 1s a betrer that can 
{ave it ON and heal it. 

Now in Order to ſave this Mans 
Life, two main intentions immediate- 
ly Offer 

To ſtop the Eillux of Blood, (for 
the Blood 15 the Life ) and except that 
be ſtopt 3 the Man will immediately 
dye. And the other is to Amputate 
the Limb: for if that be lefr on, it 
Wiit Gangr een, and Death will inſve 
11 2 little time. 

You. are 1mmediately to ſet this 
Man down on your Cheſt with the 
Linb you intend to Amputate-along 
the { Cheſt, (if it be the Lep) and the 
Part that 19 to be taken off over tne 
end of the Cheſt.

This (with his Stockin ript oft.)

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Then you are to make {trong Liga- 
ture with broad Tape, three or four 
turns about the Limb, about three 
inches above the Place you intend to 
inciſe, (which if it be the Leg is uſu- 
ally about 4 inches below the Knee ) 
if the Wound will permit; and whilſt 
this is doing let him that has the Gripe 
haul up the Muicles tort ; and then 


if it be the Leg, or the Cubit of the 


Arm that is wounded, you may make 
a'tecond Ligature above the Joynt of 


the Knee or Elbow, which will re- 
Train the Bleeding after you have let 


the other go. But when the wound i5 


1n the Thigh, or upper part of the 


Arm then this cannot be done, but you 


muſt be farisfied with one ſtrong Liga- 
Ti0n. 


This done,(and the Man having had 
a Spoonful of Cordial to cheriſh him) 
you muſt with your diſ-membring 
Knife, take two large Slaſhes round 
the Part in the form of half rounds, 
and let one meet the other, as evenly 
as poſſible, and let them be deep e- 
nough. . 

"Then with your Catling divide the 
Fleſh and Veſlels about and between 
the Bones, and With the back of your 
Catling,

When it is off,- apply to the end- 
of the Bone only a thick Pledgir of 
dry Tow, ( or if the Pledgit were

Then take your Buttons, wet them 
In Acetum ; (or aq.

the large Pledgit. And do you with 
a fingie Rowler take four or five tort 
turns about the Part, and over the 
place where the {_igature was, fo that 
the lower part of the Rowler may

Therefore the firſt day after the Fight 
you are to drets only the lighter 
Wounds, the ſooner to bring them to 
digeſtion ; and ſuch as are burnt with 
Powder {for thole may not be omit- 
ted) and Contuſions muit be embro- 
cated. 

But this day you are to provide 
Victuals for the wounded, as «, rewel, 
with Currans and Spice .in it ; and 
ſweetned with Sugar, as alſo Parley- 
water for their [2rin/;. 

And ſuch as have penetrating 
Wounds, and inward 53ruiſes, muſt 
have this day (as vel] as at firſt ) the 
Traumarcicks adminiſtred, as at Cata- 
log. No.14,15- And 
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And any that have not bled fuſfict- 
ently after their Conruſions are to 
have Phleboromy celebrated. 

And this day you mult provide Cra- 
dles for the wounded ; you mult ſpeak 
to the Commander and he will order 
th2,m to be made.

You muſt now, not only repeat 
what has been ſaid already, bur you 
muſt likewue drets all Wounds, whe- 
ther incited, Puctured, Contuled, or 
Gunfhot ; wierea Violent Hemorage 
5s not expected.

Gangreen, and 
that there is no appearance of an effu- 
fion, then in that caſe you may apply 
it, to recollect the diſſipated Spirits. 
The making is in the Catalogue at 
No. 12. 


Bur 
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But you mult {prinkle ſome Pulv. 
reſi rir.gens on the mouths of the Vet- 
jels, and apply 1mall Pledgits of I ow 
thereon, and on the bone; apply iti] 
a Pledgit of Tow with Pouder of: 
Myrrh. (Some uſe dry Tow all 
along, }. 

] hen apply feveral Pledgirsarmed: 
with your Uireſiiv. Opr. as at No. 6. 
ail over the end of rhe ſtump, and 
on them a double Boiſter ; and then, 
firtt a fingle Rouler as the other was, 
aid a double head Rower over all ; 
and now it mult not be rouled roo 
hard, nor yet too ealie, leaſt: either 
ſhould occaſion accidents : And open- 
It not again In leſs chan two dayes. 
ſpace, wnlets fome unexpected acci- 
dents inforce. Mb 

Bur then you muſt open it again, 
end continue your Digeſtive : dreſſing 
every day with your Vulnerary Fo- 
ment, until it is. throughly digeſted, 
and that the Sluft falls off.

foiment, for that conduceth very much 
to Eindly healing, 

but ſtil] keep the Pledgit with Pou- 
der of Myrrh on the end of the bone, 
for ſhould any Unctious Medicines 
touch the bone, it would foul ir, (it 
would give way to liquid humours tv 
fa!l upon it, and putrifie ir. } 

By this kind of dreſfing the end of 
the bone will at laſt exfoliate, and the 
fleſh will grow over it, and then you 
may leave oft» the Pouder of Myrrh, 
and dreſs only with your Compound 
Ealſam; and if you would have it 
incarn and dry faſter, you may mix 
with the Balſam VUnguent.

Will ſuppole a Man by boarding 
[ the enemy, receives a Wound 
with a Curlis athwart his Wriſt, and 
the Wound goes flanting, to that the 
Bone is not touched, but the Veſſel 
- Nerves are moſt of them divi- 
ed. 

This is a dangerous Wound, and 
you may conclude (that although it 
vay be cured) yet the uſe of the "_ 
WI 
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will be loit, or much debilittared, be. 


Cauſe the Nerves or 1endons are di. 


vided. 

Now as to the Cure of this Wound, 
you are to bring rhe Lips together, 
as even as poſtible, and' that the ex- 
tremities of rhe Veſſels may meet 
even allo ; and {titcn the Wound with 
a fine Needle and $1]k, pafſed through 
Diapalma Plaſter ( which is beiter thaq 
V/ax) have a. care in your {ſtitching 
that you take only the Skin, and do 
not puncture the Nerves nor len 
dons, nor Mulcles, for that would 
caule ill accidents. 

And let your flitches be ſomething 
wider at the- depending part of the 
W ound, that there may be way for 
the Blood and Matter to come forth. 

Now to ſtop the Hemorage, ap- 
ply Puttons wet in aceru;a above the 
Wound {ad juit on the Veſiels) and 
on ihe Wound ir ſelf appiy the re- 
frrietivam maximum on a Pledgit that 
iS Wet With acetitim, (or agua ſtip- 
tica ). 

And ſo make good bolſtering and 
bandage, and let the bolſter be wer i

tothe Breaſt in a Saſh bur if the 
Les, tera pillow be uncer it, ro reep 
it as high, or. hipher than the body ;

And having embrocated about the 
part with Oyl of Roles, apply your 
Digefl ivum optime on _ Wound.and 
let it continue therear for two day es; 
let it be ſpread thick on your P tedgir 
and large, 

The next rating ng after this make 
ule of your Limmentam Compoſu um, 
let it Ks :pplye ws warm on Pledgits : : 
Or the Conlolid Balfam, w hich 15 EX=- 
Celient inthere kind of Wounds ; for 
either of meſs will powerfuily ag oolu- 
tinace 
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tinate the Wound, and conlolidate 
the Sinews and 'Tendous, 

But (as I told you before) the 
Compound Baſilicon (that 15, Boſili- 
con major and Liniment, Arcet, Mix- 
ed) is oftener uſed by Sea-Surgeons, 
than any other ; and -is approved as 
a general Balſam for molt Wounds. 

Bur let me forewarn you here that 

ou do not cram up fuch a Wound as 
this, with reſtringent Dorcels, or 
any other Medicines, to the bottom, 


and within it ; for then the Veſſels 


would never unite, nor would the 
Wound be kindly healed - But let 
your-Medicines he applyed externally 
upon the ftitches til] 'ris healed, fo far 
as that you may with ſafety cut the 
ſtitches, and pick them out. This is 
called healing by agglutination : And 
indeed, when once the blood is ſtopt 
and ſettled, the warm <tupe applyed 
each dreſſing, wil] mighily conduce 
to the Curing of this, as well as all 
other Wounds : And let a good de- 
tenſive be applyed above the Wound, 


all about the part, to prevent a de- 


fluxion of blood or humours.

Sheweth the Cure of a Wound by Gun- 
ſhot, an the Joints, 


Y this time-there is another rea- 

dy to be dreſſed, that has re- 
ceived a-dan2erous Wound in the 
Joint of -the Knee, by a Musket- 
bullet, and Bones-and Cartalages are 
much ſhattered, and the Veſſels lace- 
rated, and there is a great effuſion of 
blood, and the Shot ſticking in. 

This Wound is very dangerous , 
and the pain more intollerable than 
that of other Wounds. Now if this 
Wound be cured, the ule of the 
Joynt cannot be expected ; bur it 1s 
more for your honour to keep the 
Limb on, and endeavour to heal it, 
than to ampurate it, For as-the wile 
Publiczs hath it, Mala eff Medicina 
ubt aliquid Nature perit ; that 1s, The 
Cure 15 bad where any thing of Natire 
# loſt. 

Here two Intentions immediately 
offer ; to ſtop the bleeding, and ex- 
tract the loole bodies.

{o that there ha: been. ſhivers lepara- 
ted from the whole, and lying in up- 
on the dra mater. Others again have 
hadbut a ſleight Wovnd, or none at 
all (only a T umefaction) and under tt 
there kas been a ima'l Fracture or 
Fiffure, but the Brain concuſſed, or 
ſhaked, or contuſed ; an1 thts latter 
Fracture is worſe to Cure than the 
former, and of more dangerous .con- 
tequence. 

For here the contuſed blood that 
lyeth within cannot come out, hut 
muſt coagulate and putrifie, un!els that 
means-of the Traphine be uſed.

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Whereas the Sreater Fracture 
needs not this, but there is room e- 
nough for the biood to ifſue out. 

But now if there be alarge Wound, 
yet thar doth not prevent your Inci:

erts jam ante. The firſt occaſion is 
to be taken-by thee, as ſoon as may 
be, leaſt thou ſeek again what thou 
haſt neglected before.

But now, as the Fever grows to 
wards the height or ſtare, and the 
noxious Atoms fly up abundantly, to 
the Brain, cauſing extream raging and 
raving, you are in this caſe to apply 
Viſſicatories, (by all means) to the 
Arms, Legs, and between the $ca- 
pulz, and Pidgeons to the Feet, or 1

Now as to your Viſlicatori?s : If

you pleaſe, for indeed, the ſtronger

roborate the Heart. The very Purges 
ſhould have ſomething of a Cordial 
qualiry in them.

peated as occaſion requires, until the 
diſtemper 15 quite overcome. 

And as I told you in Sudorificks 
and Opiates, fo I adviſe you here, 
that your Doſes be larger or ſmaller, 
according to the Age and Strength of 
the Patient ; for thele Doles of Purges 
that I preſcribe in all things through- 
out the Book, are intended for the 
medium Conſ! itution. 

And now if the Dyſentery happens 
to one Plethoric, 1t ts very proper to 
make Fhlebotomy ar firft. 1 have 
often done it with good {uccels, and it 
much annihilates the heat and ſharp- 
nels of rhe Blood, as weli as leflens 
ts quantity, and withal makes excel- 
lent revulſion ; therefore let it not be 
neglected, bur celebrated before the 
Patient becomes. too weak ; bur if it 
be after another dileaſe you mult for- 
bear this operation. 

But now whereas this Dylentery 
Flux 15 a deplorable diſeafe, and takes 
away the ſtrength of the Patient, and 
brings him weak and faint 5 therefore

'His is another deplorable diſeaſe 

that attends in Armies at Land, 

and Ships at Sea, and very often is a 
great difabling to both. 

'Tis a Diltemper fo well known, 
that I need not trouble my ſelf, nor 
you; to deſcribe its Signs : (for every 
Gailor that hath uſed the Sea any time, 
knows very well-when another has 1t } 
However leaſt you ſhould never have 
leen it, I will give you a few of the 
moſt eminent Signs of ir, 


There is a Lafhtude of the Patient Sz. 


more than ordinary, and a ſtiffnels of 
his Limbs, Hams and Thighs; and 
many Spots appear : rotten Gums, 
and looke Teeth.

Aud agd tio this, a cold and moiſt 
Clymate, or place where you are: 
ſor the Scurvy is ſeldom ſeen among 
them that live in the Southern Coun- 
treys; (as Fevers and Fluxes are) but 
in thele Northera Parts that are cold 
and generally moiſt and foggy 

Eeſides in the Southern Lands (as 
in $212 and Jtaly) they eat good ſtore 
of green Herbs and Fruit, and not 
ſuch quantity of FlefF, or Fiſh, as we 
here an in NVew-found-Land. And 
they drink good Wine withall, and 
foare free frum the Scurvy. 


Now at Sea and in Camps, Men 
eat Meat for the moſt part, and have 
not green Herbs and Roots to eat 
with it ; and likewiſe drink Beer or 
Water; and have not the ſaniferous 
juice of the Grape to conſerve the 
right Temper of the blood. But for 
want 
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want of it the Blood increaleth, and 
becomes not only over much in quan- 
tity, but thick in quality - Hence 
come ObſtruQions, and 1o for want 
of its due Circulation, arifeth * utri- 
faction, and fo Scorbutick ' ymp:oms

The Scurvy calls for this method 
and the intentions following.

Bur be they what Worms ſoever, 
or from whar cauſe loever, or in w hat 
part of the body ſoever, yet they are 
Cured by the fame means as I ſhall 
ſhew. 

'Tis true thcre are divers Medicines 
preſcribed for the Worms by Practi- 
tioners, but I wil] teach only two or 

three of the beſt that I have experiet- 
ced, and that I know you may de- 
pend upon.

their tender T unicles ; (belides a 
Patient Nauſeates to take the ſame 
thing over often.)
